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D U B I O U S right should be ad­ 
vanced with hesitation. 
An e x ­ 
treme right should be asserted with dis­ 
cretion. 
Moral duty requires, that a 
nation, before it appeals to arm s, should 
have been, not only true to itself, but 
that itfehould have tailed, in no Uuty to 
others, 
li the exercise of a right, in an 
unregulated m anner, be in e ff c c |a stand­ 
ing in vitation to the subjects of a foreign 
power to bccomc deserters and traitors, 
is it no injury to that pow er ? 


Certainly, moral obligation demands 
that the right oí flag, like all other hu­ 
man rights should be so used, as that, 
while it protects what is our own, it 
should not injure what is ¡mothers. 
In 
a practical view, and so long as the right 
of flag is restrained, by no regard to the 
u.idcniabl«' interests ol others, a war on 
account of im pressm ents, is only a war 
for the right of em ploying British sea­ 
m en, on board A m erican m erchant ves­ 
sels. 


T h e claim of Great-Britain pretends 
to no further extent, than to take British 
seam en from private m erchant vessels. 
In the exercise of this claim, her oili- 
cers take A m erican seam en, and foreign 
stam en, in the American service ; and 
altnougn sne disclaims such abuses, and 
proffers redress, when Known, yet u n ­ 
doubtedly grievous injuries have result­ 
ed to the seamo.i of the United States. 
B ut the questio.i is, can war be proper 
for such cause, before all hope of rea­ 
sonable accommodation has failed ?— 
E ven after the extinguishm ent of such 
hope, can it be proper, until o u r own 
practice be so regulated us to rem ove, 
in such foreign nation, any reasonable 
apprehension ot injury f 


The undersigned are clearly o f opi­ 
nion that the em ploym ent of British 
seamen, in the m erchants service of the 
U niieJ átales, is as little i jconcilable 
with the pci niuncnt, as the present inte­ 
rest of tne United S u tes. 
T h e encou­ 
ragem ent of foreign seamen, is the dis­ 
couragem ent ol the native American 
T h e duty of governm ent towards this 
valuable class of men, is uot only to pio- 
tedt, but to patronize them . 
A nd this 
cannot be done more effectually, than by 
securing, to A m erican citizens, the p ri­ 
vileges of A m erican navigation. 


T n e question of im piessm ent, like 
every other question relative to com ­ 
m erce has been treated, in such a m an­ 
ner, that what was possessed, is lust 
without obtaining what was sou gh t__ 
Pre\ensions, right in theory, and im por­ 
tant in interest, urged, without due con­ 
sideration oi our relative power, have 
eventuated in a practical abandonment, 
both of what we hoped and what we e n ­ 
joyed. In attem pting to spread our flag 
over foreigners, its distinctive character 
has been lost to our own citizcns. 


T h e A m erican seam an, whose inte­ 
rest it is to have no com petitors, in his 
em ploym ent, is sacrificed, that British 
seam en may have equal privileges with 
himself. 


liv er suicc the U nited States have 
been a nation, this subject has been a 
niatter of complaint and negotiation ; 
Sind every form er administration l^ve 
treated it, according to its obvious na­ 
ture, as a subject rath er for urrange- 
Tnent than for war. 
It’existed in the 
tim e of VVash'ngton, yet tais lather of 
his country recom m ended no such re ­ 
so rt— It existed in the time of Adams, 
et, notwithstanding the zeal, in su p ­ 
port oi our maritime rights, which dis- 
mguishcd hi, administration, war was 
»ever suggested by him, us the .etnedy. 
— D uring the eight year» Mr. Jellerson 
stood at the helm of affairs, u 8lil, con_ 
tinued a subject of controversy and ne­ 
gotiation : 
but il was never made a 
cause for war.— It was reserved, lor the 
resent A dministration, to press this 
opic to the extrem e, and most dreadful 
resort pf nations : 
A lthough England 
as officially disavowed the right of im- 
ressm ent, as it respect«, native citizens, 
nd an arrangem ent m ight well be made, 
onsistent with the fair pretensions of 
uch as are naturalized. 


1 hat the real state of this question 
lay be understood, 
the undersigned 
ccur to the following facts, as su p p o rt­ 
'd by official d o c u m e n ts— Mr. King, 
hen M inister in England, obtained a 
isavowal of the British goseinm cnt ot 
right to im press “ Am 
ican seu- 
naturalized as wed as native, on 
ifc high seas. An arrangem ent had ad- 
^ ‘d, nearly to a conclusion, upon 


this basis, and wa* broken off, only b e ­ 
cause G reat-B ritain insisted to retain 
the right 
on “ the N arrow Seas.” — 
WhaC, however, wan the opinion of the 
American Minister, on the piobability 
of an arrangem ent, appears from the 
public docum ents, com m unicated 
to 
Congress, in the session of 1808, as 
s.ated by Mr. Madison, in these words : 
“ At the m om ent the article» were ex- 
“ pected lo bo signed, an exception ol 
“ the N arrow S eas” was urged and in- 
“ sisted on by Lord St. V incents, and 
“ being utterly inadmissible on our part, 
“ the négociation was abandoned.” 


Mr. K in g seem s to be of opinion, 
however, 
that, with m ore time than 
“ was left him for the experim ent, the 
“ objection 
m ight 
have been 
over­ 
com e."— W h at time was left M r. King 
for the experim ent, or w hether any was 
ever made, has not been disclosed to 
the public. 
Mr. King, soon after, re ­ 
turned to A m erica : It is manifest, from 
Mr. K ing’s expression, that he V'as li­ 
mited in point of time ; and it is equal­ 
ly clear, that his opinion was, that an 
adjustm ent 
could 
take 
place.— T hat 
Mr. Madison was also of the same opi­ 
nion, is dem onstrated by his letters to 
M essrs. M onroe and Pinkney, dated 
the 3d of February, 1807, in which he 
uses these expressions. 
“ 1 take it for 
“ granted that you have not failed to 
“ make due use of the arrangem ent 
“ concerted by Mr. K ing 
with Lord 
“ Ilaw ksbury, in the year 1802, for set- 
tling the question of im pressm ent.— 


“ On that occasion, and wider that ad- 
“ m inistration, the British p rim ¡Jile was 
“ fa ir ly renounced in fa v o r <t the right 
“ o f our f a g , L ord Huiusburij having 
“ agreed to prohibit imfire**mcnta on 
“ the high sea s"; and Lord St V incents 
“ • reqlilring nothing m ore than an ex- 
“ ception of the N arrow Seas, an exccp- 
“ lion resting on the obsolete claim of 
“ G reat-Britain to some peculiar domi- 
“ nion over them .” — H ere, then,we have 
a full acknow ledgm ent that G re at-B ri­ 
tain was willing to renounce the right 
of im pressm ent, on the high seas, in fa­ 
vor of o u r flag ;— that bhe was anxious 
to tirrange the subject. 


It fu rth er appears, that the British 
ministry called for an interview with 
M essrs M onroe and Pinkney, on this 
topic ; that they stated the nature of the 
claim, the K ing’s prerogative ; that they 
had consulted the crown oHHtets, and 
the board of adm iralty, who ¡ ^ C o n c u r ­ 
red in sentim ent, that under the c ircu m ­ 
stances of the nation, the relinquish­ 
m ent of the right was a m easure, which 
the governm ent could not adopt, w ith­ 
out 
taking on itself a responsibility, 
which no ministry would be willing to 
m eet, how ever pressing the exigency 
m ight be. 
T h e y offered, however, on 
the part of G reat-Britain, to pass laws 
m aking it penal for British com m anders 
to im p re ss A m erican citizens, oi. board 
of A m erican vessels, on the high seas, 
if A m erica would pass 
law, making it 
penal for the officers of the United States 
to grant certificates of citizenship to 
Biitish subjects. 
T h is will be found, 
in the sam e docum ents, in a letter from 
M essrs. M onroe and Pinkney to Mr. 
Madison, dated 1 1th N ovem ber, 18 >6. 
U n der their perem ptory instructions; 
tills proposition, on the part of G reat- 
Britain, could not be acceded to by our 
ministers. Such, however, was the tem ­ 
per and anxiety of England, and such 
the candor and good sense ol our minis­ 
ters, that an honorable and aduantage- 
ous a n angcntent did take place. 
T h e 
authority of Mr. M onroe, then Minister 
at the court of G reat-B ritain, now S e­ 
cretary ol State, and one o fth c present 
administration, who have recom m ended 
war with England, and assigned im ­ 
pressm ents as a cause, supporta the un­ 
dersigned in asserting,that it was honor­ 
able and advantageous: for in a letter 
lYom R ichm ond, dated the 28th of F e ­ 
bruary, Id 
to Mr. Madison, the fol­ 
lowing expressions are used by Mr. 
M onroe, “ 1 have on the contrary al- 
\\ a) s believed, and still do believe, 
“ thvit the ground on which that intcr- 
“ cat (im pressm ent) was placed by the 
“ paper of the British C om m issioners 
“ of 8th N ovem ber, 1806, and the ex- 
u planation which accom panied it, ii>an 
both honorable and udvantagecus to 
“ the United States, that it contained a 
u concession in their favour on the part 
kk ol G reat-B ritain, on the great prin- 
“ ciple in contestation, n e \e r before 
“ made by a formal and obligatory act 
“ ot their governm ent, which was high- 
“ ly lavorable to their interest.” 


W ith the opinion of Mr. King so d e ­ 
cidedly expressed, with the official ad­ 
mission ot Mr. Madison, with the e x ­ 
plicit declaration ol 
Mr. Monroe, all 
cJU( inri!.K that G ieut-Biituin was rea­ 
dy, to ab 


that all hope of settlem ent, by treaty,, 
ha*- a ltd ; how can this subject furnish I 
a proper cause of war ? 


vV .th respect to the subject of block- 
a ics ; the principle of the law of nations, 
as asserted by the U nited States, is, that 
a Uiockade can only be justified, when 
supported by an adequate foice. 
In 
tlu o r /, this principle is admitted by 
Great-Britain. 
It is alledged, however, 
that in practice, she disregards 
that 
principle. 


T h e order of blockade, which has been 
made a specific ground of complaint, by 
1* i alice, is that ot the 16 th of May, 1806. 
Yet, strange as it may seem , this order, 
which is, now, made one ground o f war 
betw een the two countries was, at the 
time of its first issuing, viewed as an act 
of favor and conciliation. 
O n this sub­ 
ject it is necessary to be explicit. 
T h e 
vague and indeterm inate m anner, in 
which, the Amorican and F rench go­ 
vernm ents, in their official papers, speak 
of this order of blockade, is calculated 
to mislead. 
An im portance is attached 
to it, of which, in the opinion of the un­ 
dersigned, it is not worthy. 
L e t the 
facts speak for them selves. 


In A ug ust 1804, the British establish­ 
ed a blockade at the entrance of the 
French ports, naming them , from F e ­ 
cam p to O stend ; and from their piox- 
imity to the British coasts, and the ab­ 
sence of all complaint, we may be p er­ 
m itted to believe 
that it was a legal 
blockade, enforced according to the u- 
sages of nations. 
O n the l6 th o f M a y , 
1$06, the English Secretary of State, 
Mr. Fox, notified to o u r M inister, at 
London, 
that 
his 
gov ern m ent 
had 
thought fit to-direct necessary m easures 
to be taken for the blockade of the coast, 
rivers and ports, from the river Elbe to 
the river Brest, both inclusive.* 


In point of fact, as the term s used in 
the order, will show this paper, w hich 
has become, a substantive and avowed 
cause for non-intercourse, em bargo and 
war, is a blockade, only of the places, 
on the F ren ch coast, from O stend to 
t:ie Seine, and even as to these it is, 
merely, as it professes to be, a continu­ 
ance of a form er and existing blockade. 
F or with respect to the residue oi the 
coast, trade of neutrals is admitted, 
with the exception only, 0f enem y’s 
property and articles contraband of war, 
which are liable to be taken, w ithout a 
blockade ; and except the direct colo­ 
nial trade of the enem y, which Great- 
Britain denied to be free by the law of 
nations. 
W h y the o rd e r was th us e x ­ 
tended, in its form, while in effect it 
I added nothing to ord ers and rcgula- 
1 tions, already existing, will be known 
by adverting lo papers, which are be- 
tore the world. 
In 1806, France, had 
yet 
colonies and the wound inflicted 
on our feelings, by the interference of 
the British g ov ernm ent in our trade, 
with those colonies, had been the cause 
of rem onstrance and negotiation. 
A t 
the m om ent w hen the order of May 
1806, was m ade, M r. 
M onroe, the 
present S ecretary of State, then o u r 
minister plenipotentiary at the C ourt 
of G reat-B ritain, was in treaty on the 
subject of the carry ing trade, and ju d g ­ 
ing on the spot, and at tne time, he, 
unhesitatingly, gave his opinion, that 
the order was made to favor American 
views and interests. 
T h is idea is un ­ 
equivocally ex pressed,in Mr. M onroe’s 
letters to M r. Madison of the 17th, and 
‘20th** of May, and o fth c 9th of June, 
I 606. 


And as late as O ctober, 1811, the 
same G entlem an, writing as Secretary 
ot State to the British m inister, speak ­ 
ing of the same order of blockade of 
May, 1806, says. 
it strictly was little 
“ m ore v^an a blockade of the coast j 
“ from Seine to Ostend. ” T h e object i 
“ was to afford to the U nited Stun > ,,n I 
“ accommodation respecting the <-oio- j 
“ niul trade. ” 


it appeals, then, 
that this order, 
was, inn.point of' f^ct, m ade to favor 
our trade, and was so understood and 
admitted 
by ti c governm ent of this 
country^ at that lim e and sin ce; that, 
iuhttad tof ex tend in g prior blockades 
it lesseued them ; 
that the 
country 
from Seine to B rest, and from O stend 
to Elbe was inserted to open them to 
our colonial trade and for ou r, accom ­ 
modation, and that it was never made 
the subject of complaint, by the A m c . 
rican governm ent, during its practical 
continuance : that is, not until the fit ^t 
order in c o u n c il: and indeed not until 
after the 1st of M ay 1810 ; and u n ^i ttf. 
ter the A m erican governm ent wus up. 
prized of the ground, which it wa$ the 
will of France should be taken Upon the 
subject. 


O f this we have the m o st decis ive 
proof, in th e offers, made under the 
administration of Mr, Jefferson, 
lor 
tl.e discontinuance of the E m b argo as 
it related to 
G reat-Britain ; noge of 
w lich required the repeal of the block- 
adi of May 1806 ; and also in the ar- 
rai.gemcni made during the adm inistra­ 
tion of M r. Madison, and u nder his eye 
with M r. Erskine. T h e non-intercourse 
ac. of M arch 1809, and the act “ con- 
“ ceiliing com ineicial in terco urse” of 
May l8 lo , vest the President of the 
United S' tes with the very same power, 
in the very same terms. Boih authorise 
him “ in case either G reat-B ritain or 
“ France shall so revoke or modify her 
“ edicts, as that theyfshall cease to vio- 
“ late the neutral com m erce o fth c U- 
“ nited States” to declare the same by 
proclamation. 
A ntrby th e provisions of 
one law in such Case,non intercourse was 
to cease ; - by those o t the other it be re ­ 
vived. 
In censequenc of pow er vested, 
by the first act, the arrangem ent with 
E rskine was m ade and the revocation 
of the orders in council of January and 
N ovem ber 1807, was considered as a 
full com pliance wilh the law and as 
rem oving all the anii neutral edicis___ 
1 he blockade ol May 18o6, was uot in­ 
cluded in the arrangem ent, and it does 
not appear, that it was deem ed of suf­ 
ficient im portance 
to engage even a 
thought. 
Yet un der the act of May, 
1810, which vests the very same power, 
a revocation of this blockade of May, 
1806, is made by our cabinet a sine 
(juanon / an indispensible*requisite ! 
And now, after the British m inister has 
directly avowed that this order of block­ 
ade would not continue after a revoca­ 
tion of the orders in council, without a 
due application o f an adequal« force, the 
existence of this blockade, is insisted 
upon, as a justifiable cause of war, no t­ 
withstanding, that our governm ent ad­ 
mits a blockade is legal, fo the m ain­ 
tenance of which an adequate force is 
applied. 


T h e undersigned arc aware, that in 
justification of this new gro und,^ is now 
said that the extension on paper, tor 
w hatever purpose intended, favors the 
principle 
of paper blockades. 
T h is 
how ever, can hardly be u rged, since the 
British,* formally, disavow the princi 


aiiiîon impressi!.«.ut on the high 
seas, dm; with an honorable .md advan- 
lageuuH .i rangem ent, actually made by 
M r. M u.uoc, how cun it be pretended, 


• '1 he terms of the order »re these, “ That

“ blockade bhall not extend to prevent neutral 
" ships and vessels, laden with good*, not be-

the very doctrine of the law of nations, 
for which the A m erican administration 
contend, henceforth, the existence of a 
blockade becomes a question of fact : it 
m u st depend upon the evidence ad du c­ 
ed, in support of the adequacy of the 
blockading force. 


F rom the preceding statem ent it is 
apparent, that whatever there is o b jec­ 
tionable, in the principle of the ord er of 
May 1806, or in the practice under it, 
on ground m erely A m erican, it cannot 
be set up as a sufficient cam e of war ; 
for until F ran ce, pointed it out, as a 


" in the opinion that the order of the 16 h

“ promises to be highly satisfactory to our 
" commercial interests.” 


• Mr. Fofter, in his letter of the 3d July, 
1811 , to Mr Monroe thus states ihe doctrine, 
maintained by h u government.

T h e British O rd ers in C ouncil are 
the tcMuaining source of discontent, and 
a\o\vcd cause o f war. 
T h ese, have, 
heieiofore, been considered, by 
our 
g o \em in en t 
in 
connexion 
with the 
French decrees. 
Certainly, 
the Bri- 
1 tioh O rders in C ouncil and F ie n c h dc- 
i c u es, form a system subversive o f n e u ­ 
tral rights and constitute ju st grounds 
ol complaint, yet, viewed, relatively to 
the condition of those powers tow ards 
each other, and of the United Slates 
towards both, the undersigned cannot 
persuade themv.-lves that the O rd ers ia 
Council, as they now rxist and with 
their present eflcit and operation, justify 
the selection of Circat-Britain as o u r 
enemy ; and render necessary 
a de­ 
claration of unqualified war. 


F.vcry consideration of m oial duty 
and political cxpe< i n e e , seem s to con­ 
cur in w arning the 
United States, not 
to mingle in this hopeless, and, to hu ­ 
man eye, interm inable F.tiropean con­ 
test. 
N eith e r France, 
nor 
England, 
pretends that ihcir aggressions can be 
defended, on the ground of any other 
belligerent right, than that oi particular 
necessity. 


Both attem pt to justify their en­ 
croachm ents, on the general law of na­ 
tions, by the ptea of retaliation. 
In the 
relative 
position, and 
proportion 
of 
strength of the U nited States, to cither 
belligerent, there appeared little p ro ­ 
bability, that we could com pel the one, 
or the other, by hostile opciat.ons, to 
abandon tins pica. 


A nd as ihe held of com m ercial en- 
enterprisc, utter allowing to the decrees 
and orders, their full practical effect, is 
still rich and extensive, there seem ed, 
as little wisdom as obligation to yield, 
soiid and certain realities,lor umuta.nable 
pretensions. 
The right of rctali .tion, 
as existing, in either belligeient, it was 
impossible, for the United States, con­ 
sistent with cither its duty, or interest, 
to admit. 
Y et such was the state ol the 
decrees, and orders of the respective 
belligerents, in relation to the rights of 
neuttalh, that, white, on the one hand, i 
formed, no jtiilificAion to either, so on 
the other, c e n cu ri^ o t circum stances, 
formed a com plete justification to the 
U nited States, in maintaining, notw ith- 
■ standing these encroachm ents, provided 
it best comported with their interests, 


| that system 
of im partial 
neutrality, 
which is so desirable to their peace and 
prosperity. 
F o r if it should be ad m itt­ 
ed, which no course of arg u m e n t can 
maintain, that the Berlin deciee, which 
was issued on the 21st of N ovem ber, 
1806, was justified, by the antecedent 
orders of the British admiralty, respect­ 
ing the colonial trade, and by the order 
of blockade of the 16th of May, precet^- 
in;», yet, on this account, there resulted 
no right of retaliation to France, as it 
respected the 
U nited States. 
T h e y 
had expressed no acquiescence either 
in the British interference with the co­ 
lonial trade, or in any exteusion of tho 
principles 
of blockade. 
Beside, had 
there been any such neglect, on th e 
part of the United Stales, as warranted, 
the French em p ero r in adopting his 
principle of retaliation, yet in the e x e r ­ 
cise ol that pretended right, he past tho 
bounds of both public law and de cen ty ; 
and, in the very extravagance of that e x ­ 
ercise, lost the advantage of w hatever 
colour the British had afforded to his 
pretences. 
Not content with adopting 
a piinciplc of rrtaliuiion, in term s lim it­ 
ed, and approp; Li.-, 
to ihe injury of 
which he com plained, he declared, “ all 
“ the British islands, in a state of block 
k‘ ade ; prohibited all co m m erce and 
‘‘ correspondence with them , all trad«*. 
“ in their m anufactures ; and m ade law- 
“ iul pi izc of all m erchandize, belonf - 
ing 10 hnglund, or com ing Irom its 
“ ti'dimlactorii s, and colonies.” 
T h e 
violence ot tht sc eneroachm ents was c - 
quailed only by the insidiousness of the 
term s, and m anner, in which they w ero 
prom ulgated. 
T h e scope of the e x ­ 
pressions ol the Berlin d» cree, was so 
general, 
that it embruced within its 
sphere, the whole com m erce of neutrals 
with England. 
Yet D a u r s , M inister 
of the M arine of Frai.ce, by a formal 
note, of the 21th De< ember, 1 el.■;», as­

'■viiu Uà, is now abridged , .uid acts hcre- 
lolore not only lawful uui c immendable, 
now expo-»e the aijent to tiie charge 


of Treason, Misprision of Treason, or a 
hijjh misdemeanor. 
“ Treason against 
the U. States,” says the Consthuiion, 
“ 6hall consist only in levying War a- 
gainst them, or in adhering to liieir ene­ 
mies, giving them aid aud comfort.” —» 
Treason ugainst this state is committed 
by levying war av^uinst the people of this 
slate, wiihia this state, or by being ad­ 
herent to the enemies of the people of 
this stale, giving them aid and comfort 
in this state, or elsewhere. 
Misprision 
of Treason, is the concealment or keep­ 
ing secret any treason. 


Any ufFenccs against ihc laws of th« 
stale, connected with aid, comfort or 
intercourse wiili the enemy, or with le­ 
vying war ugainst ihe people of this 
state, within this state, are proper sub­ 
jects for your cog.Tizance : And if, since 
the promulgation of the declaration of 
war, any offehccs of this kind i»avc been 
perpetrated, it is your duty to present 
them tor punishn^ent. 
Considering the 
exposed t.ituaiion of our maritime fron­ 
tier, and the very cvlticnl situation of 
this port, it is peculiarly important to 
shut out from the enemy ull means of 
intelligence ; and that citizen must bc 
lost indeed to every senliment of virtue, 
who would embark his feelings and his 
efforts against his own country ; who 
would give intelligence to the enemy, 
and expose the vulnerable points of a 
placc in which are duposeil the bones of 
his ancestors, and wiiere resides his wile 
and cliildrcn, his friends and fellow-ciii- 
zcns ; and v i|| and ungrateful must bc 
the alien who wouUl ^o far abuse our 
local and national hospUaliiy, as lo tarn 
our indulgence to our injury, and return 
curses for blessing» and evil for good. 
O ur extensive .\tlantic frot tier, and our 
posuion wilh respect to the Canadas, 
not only expose us to the inroads and 
attacks of an enemy, but are peculiarly 
calculated to favor spies, and to encou­ 
rage inielligoncc and communication 
adverse to the interest of the country, 
and repugnant to the laws of the land. 
Vigilance, determination, and courage, 
are therefore necessary, to meet this ex­ 
posure. It is proper to remark however, 
gentlemen, that there is but one justifi­ 
able mode of animadverting upon all a- 
berations from civil duly and open in­ 
fractions of law ; and that is through the 
m ediui^of magistrates and courts. 
A 
si^ Ä ll^ p ir does not destroy or diminish 
the rights of the citizens to examine the 
conduct of public men, and the tendency 
of public measures. 
And if, in tho ex- 
ercisc of this right, he should deviate 
into slander or sedition, he is liable to 
punishment in the ordinary cfianncls of 
justice.— But there can bo no state of 
thing's more deplorable, no condition 
of society more horrible, than lo subject 
him to ihe fury of a mob, or lu the ven­ 
geance of frantic and unprincipled in­ 
cendiaries. 
It has reached the ears of 
the magistrates, but m the shape of ru­ 
mour only, that menaces have been 
thrown out, wilh a view to d e.troy that 
freedom of investigation, which is the 
birth-right and the boast of every Ame­ 
rican cuizcn ; and that abominable at- 
lempts would be made lo invude the 
dwellings of individuals with the ruffian 
hand of violence j and to break down 
those barriers and asylyms whicli ihe 
laws have erected, to secure the tran- 
(luillity of domesiic life, and liberties 
ol the people.— li was impossible lo 
remain insciibible lo the magnr.ude oi 
the considerations involved in this state 
of Uiings. 'i'he triumph uf a mob, over 
ihe majesty of the la^s, would inflict a 
deadly wound upon the character and 
intensis ol lUe» city ; it would reiidci 
u»c property and the pci son of every 
mall iiii>ccurc : and it would degrade 
our republican form of government in 
the eyes ol mankind— W c have ihere- 
lore prcpaied ourselves fur the crisis : 
und, with the blessing of Heaven, we 
snull not only suppress tumultuous and 
riotous assemblies, but we shall bring 
the authors and abettors to condign 
punishment.— And as long as we occu­ 
py these seats, be assured, that we shall 
pul down and punish, in the most ex­ 
emplary manner, all attempts to invade 
the public peace, to destroy the lives 
and property of individuals, and to im­ 
pair the freedom ol opinion and mquiry. 


It gives us pleasure to observe, and 
we mention it as a tribute due to justice, 
that the sentiments and habits ol our 
fellow-citizens are favorable to the sy- 
premacy of law, and good order, and 
that those incendiaries, who would dis­ 
turb the tmnquilliiy of society, and as­ 
sail the majesty of the laws, compose 
bnt a contemptible and insignificant 
number. 


The late attempts, by some Sailors, 
frequently and sjtidaciously repeated, 
to pull down a house in Jamcs-sireei, 
were promptly repellgd, and several 
of the offenders are now in prison, for 
trial and punishment— if this riotous 
proceeding had been crowned with suc­ 
cess, there can be no doubt but that the 
mischief would have encreascd to an 
incalculable and dreadful extent.— And 
from this small flame, might have arisen 
a mighty conflagration, which would 
have spread over this city wilh vojcanic 
fury, 
I'he perpetrators ot this oflfence 


»re witnoul excuse__They deserve 
pnnisttmeni; and the future tranquil- 
ii^y ol the community requires, that 
tliey should bc held up as examples to 


If, in addition to the calamities which 
grow out of war, and to the distresses 
which now bear with such peci^lior and 
general severity upon our poor, wc 
should bc visited by pestilence, then 
our condiliou would bc deplorable in­ 
deed ; and it would require all our for­ 
titude to suitain the shock — But, what­ 
ever may be our situation, whether ad­ 
verse or prosperous, let us act well the 
parts assigned to u s ; humbly relying 
upon the All-W’isc and All-Benevolent 
Father of t!ie I ’niverne, that His visit­ 
ations of calamity, or dispenHations of 
prosperity, will redound loour ullmiale 
good.

speedily restored : That to this end He 
would be pleased to regard our nauonal 
rulers ; to endow them with wisdom 
and integrity ; to rule in their hearts, 
and in the hearts of the rulers of tliat 
nation with which we are at war, and 
fill them with the love of justice, and 
wilh that spirit of conciliation, candor 
and impartiality, which shall lead them 
into the paths of peace ; 


“ That he would not withdraw tlie 
light of His countenance from the peo­ 
ple of the United States, but continue || 
to them still longer the tokens of Hii 
loving kindness and lender mercy : 
I hat He would iorgive their iiKiividual 
and national ingratitude : That he would 
remove from amongst them all party 
spirit, and prevent all internal com- 
moiions and civil dissentions : 
'I'hat 
He Would guard our land from tlie in­ 
roads of hoatile invasion, and the minds 
of the people from the fatal poison of 
foreign influence, and save the nation 
from all such alliances as may endanger 
the existence of their liberty and inde­ 
pendence. 


“ That He would be pleased lo re ­ 
gard, in an especial manner, the peo{tle 
of this State, inspti-p them with gratitude 
for the numerous blessings they have, 
by His merciful kindness, enjoyed for 
so many years, and teach them that all 
their chastisements are from the same 
parental hand, and are designed lor 
their ultiuiite good ; That He would 
still have them in His holy keeping, and 
revive and prosper iheir commerce . 
That their libet lies and pritileges, both
